When he reache 1 and pronounced the word 
“guilty ,’’ lay ing a slight but clearly {» eroepti- 
ble emphasis thereon, the widow of the m ur­ 
dered man sank hack in her seat with a 
chok ing ga-p. 
For a moment she covered 
her face with her hauls, and then hurried­ 
ly look ed around as if an idea of possible 
eseajw hail occurred to her. 
She had heard 
no further than the fatal word “guilty .’’ Her 
son an l Oie Sietto received the verdict al­ 
most stolidly , the former betray ing little if 
any excitement. 
Young Hanson heard the 
clerk to the end, and then began to shift un­ 
easily in his seat, but in a few moments he, 
too, resumed an appearance of composure. 
The three prisoners were in a few minutes 
tak en back to tle ir cells, the woman utter­ 
ing occasional low cries of terror at the fate 
to which she expects to be condemned, 
A S a tis fa c tor y V erd ict. 
Among the sfwetators the verdict was 
freely commented upon, and the majority 
were totally unprepared for such a result, 
it was the general opinion that Sletto would 
be convicted of murder, but it was thought 
Mrs. Hanson and her sou would escape with 
a lighter punishment.

ever, the verdict lias given satisfaction. The 
ju ry was discharged and the sentence on 
Ole Sletto, Si- , Bertlia M. Oleson and Ole J.
